DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or make obvious the claimed accessory mount for a firearm. Specifically, 
the prior art fails to show an accessory for mounting on a hand held firearm with a mounting rail 
beneath a barrel where the accessory has a frame with a flattened bottom surface, a track for 
mounting along the rail, and where the frame has a cavity for receiving a light and a bipod mount 
adjacent the track and behind the light cavity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed.
